A Digest of Interesting Facts About 
the Great Short Cut 


Time required to go through the 
canal, from ten to twelve hours. 
The canal will save 8,000 miles be- 
tween New York and San Francisco, 
New York will be brought 5,000 
miles nearer Valparaiso and the west 
coast of South America. 

Atlantic seaports are 4,000 miles 
nearer Australia. 

The distance to the Philippine Is- 
jands is not reduced materially, 
Immigration will be deflected in 
large numbers from New York to 
Pacific ports. 

The cost of operating the canal will 
exceed $4,000,000 annually.
